No. 1, No. 5, A and B companies 
of firemen responded at 3:55 a. m, 
and continued at the scene over two 
hours. 
Scores of spectators from

South Side were quickly attracted 
by the sound of apparatus and si­ 
rens. 
The second floor was not occupied, 
being used as a storage place for 
frniture by Marlin, who said that 
some damage was done by the fire 
on that floor.

TOURISTS HELP HAWAII 
<International News Service) 
HONOLULU—Despite the depres­ 
sion that has left its mark upon the 
North American continent and the 
Pacific countries from which Hawaii 
draws most of its tourists, a de­ 
cline of only 3.539 visitors was not­ 
ed for the year of 1930, compared 
to 1929, the Hawaii Tourist Bureau 
declared in its annual report to the 
governor. The peak tourist year for 
the territory was 1929. with 22,190 
stop-over tourists. This figure does 
not include the one day tourists who 
pass through Honolulu on vessels 
enroute to or from foreign countries. 
In 1930 the regular tourists num­ 
bered 18,651 while the one day va­ 
riety totalled 20,585 for the year.

CHICAGO. Sept. 2 —Egyptians of 
the Ptolemaic period, 300-30 B. C., 
and earlier were married by a sim­ 
ple private contract and were di­ 
vorced by equally simple means, ac­ 
cording to William F. Edgerton, as­ 
sociate professor of Egyptology of 
the Oriental institute of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago. 
Dr. Edgarton’s study of Egyptian 
marriage has just been issued as the 
first pirt of a new series of publica­ 
tions in ancient oriental civilization. 
In native Egyptian law. marriage 
was a private contract: There is no 
evidence that any civil or religious 
official participated,” Dr. Edgerton 
stated in his monograph. “No writ­ 
ten document was required.” 
Legal marriages apparently were 
:formed either by the couple regard­ 
ing themselves as husband and wife 
or by public recognition that they 
thus regarded themselves. 
Among 
wealthy 
persons 
the 
bride’s father may have caused her 
to be publicly conducted to the bride­ 
groom’s house, accompanied by gifts, 
or the bridegroom may have held a 
great feast to which the guests also 
brought gifts.” 
Marriage continued during mu­ 
tual consent, according to the pro­ 
fessor, and there is no evidence of a 
penalty for desertion, either party 
could dissolve the marriage at will. 
“All 
marriage settlements 
that 
have been found relate exclusively 
to property rights,” Dr. Edgerton 
said- “Often, after children had been 
born, the settlement was redrawn 
to provide for them. The only pen­ 
alties for divorce as far as we know 
were those voluntarily inserted in 
the marriage settlement by the par­ 
ties themselves.” 
Dr. Edgerton s study reveals that 
in Upper Egypt the man bore the 
entire burden of supporting his wife, 
but in Memphis and Faiyum she 
brought a dowry to her husband, 
relieving him of some part of the 
burden of support.

Sept. 4.—An engin 
etering firm here has perfected a 
boring machine which will drill pas­ 
sageways and install piping under­ 
ground without an open ditch being 
dug first. 
The machine is

a horizontal rotary drill, which uses 
the pipe, or casing, to be installed 
as the medium for carrying a rotat­ 
ing cutter head. For operation the 
apparatus is placed in a ditch run­ 
ning at right angles to the embank­ 
ment to be drilled 
through.

One of the most interesting his­ 
tories of Lawrence county ever com­ 
piled was issued in 1877 by L. H. 
Everts & Co. of Philadelphia, which 
contains a most complete record of 
the early settling of the county, and 
an account of the early residents 
of the various boroughs and villages 
in the district winch now comprises 
Lawrence county. 
Among the oldest of these is H ar­ 
lans burg, which was laid out in 1800 
by Jacob H arlan, who had come to 
the district from Pittsburgh about 
1797-98. 
He had left Chester coun­ 
tv in 1792 and came to Allegheny 
county, locating in the C hartiers 
valley. 
He was in th at county during the 
“whiskey insurrection" of 1794 and 
was in the neighborhood when G en­ 
eral John Neville’s house was burn­ 
ed by the 
insurrectionists. 
After 
coming to what is now Harlansburg. 
he settled 400 acres under Dr. Peter 
Mowry of Pittsburgh, including also 
the site of the village. 
He afterw ards removed 
to 
the 
farm owned later by the heirs oí 
George McCracken. While living on 
his first tract he laid out the town 
of Harlansburg, built the first house 
in the place and put up a grist mill 
just east of the village on the small 
i un which now empties into Slippery 
Rock «reek. The house he built was 
constructed of round logs, and stood 
on the hill above Harlansburg. 
It 
rem ained intact until about 1840. 
W ith Mr. H arlan came his wife 
and three children, and seven chil­ 
dren were afterw ards born to them . 
After he removed to the farm , be­ 
low the town, he built a second 
grist mill. 
About the same tim e th a t H arlan 
came to the district, Abraham and 
Levi H unt made a settlem ent on 
the farm adjoining 
him, 
and 
in 
1802 built the first tavern in the 
village. 
The 
building 
uvas 
still 
standing in 1877 and was known as 
the “Bernard House". 
The H unts 
afterw ard removed to a farm a few 
miles west of the village. 
William Eider came to H arlans 
burg about 1807-1808, two or three 
years after his father, John Elder, 
settled H the township. 
He soon 
after opened a general store in a 
space about five by ten feet, where 
the bar was later located in the 
B ernard House. 
A postoffice was 
established in the village around 
1811 or 1812, and Mr. Elder also had 
the honor of being the first post­ 
master. 
John Bentley came from Chester 
county in 1814, with his wife and 
six children, and located in the vil­ 
lage . Robert Bentley, a son, lived 
w ithin three miles of the village at 
the time the history was compiled. 
A log school was erected in 1820 
the first teacher being David Gour- 
ley. 
Before this, schools had been 
kept 
in 
private 
houses. 
Joseph 
Campbell taught a small school in 
his house about 1815-16, and Jam es 
McCune kept one in his house. 
In 
the winter of 1818 William 
Jack 
taught a school east of the village 
in a house which was built by Jam es 
M artin for a dwelling. 
During 
the 
winter 
of 
1818-19 


one of the heaviest th at has ever 
been recorded. 
A two-story brick school was built 
in 1857 on a hill in the western part 
of the village, which wfas later used 
for a high school, and in 1877 had 
an attendance of 100 pupils. 
In 1817 John Sm ith opened a 
blacksm ith shop south of the vil­ 
lage, and in 
1831 
Jesse 
Bentley 
opened 
a 
shop 
in 
the 
village. 
The first wagon shop was operated 
by Charles Book, about 1862. 
Ira 
Emerson had the first shoe shop in 
the place, and J o t Harvey learned 
the 
trade 
from 
him, 
afterw ards 
opening his own shop. 
Jam es S ter­ 
ling opened the first tailor shop 
about 1833. 
It w*as here th a t the first fair 
ever held in Lawrence county show­ 
ed. 
The H arlansburg Agricultural 
&c 
H orticultural 
association 
was 
formed in 1871 and for a num ber of 
years held annual fairs. 
The fairs 
were held on the hill west of towrn 
The population of H arlansburg in 
1877 was around 200. It is interest­ 
ing to note th a t although the pop­ 
ulation was small, there were three 
physicians located there, Henry Hall 
H. B. W hite and J. K. Pollock.

The most effective way to avqid 
the dangers of contagious diseases is 
by preventive inoculation, or vac­ 
cination. 
There are only three dis­ 
eases which we can safely and cer­ 
tainly prevent in this wav—sm all­ 
pox, typhoid fever and diphtheria. 
Some parents think it is terrible 
for the children to have to go 
through three courses of preventive 
inoculation. 
For my part, I only 
wish there were 10 or 12 other dis­ 
eases which we could honestly say 
we could prevent in this way—th at 
we could vaccinate against measles, 
whooping cough, meningitis, infan­ 
tile paralysis, pneumonia and a host 
of others. 
T hat there are actually three dis­ 
eases which we can certainly and 
safely prevent is, in my opinion, the 
greatest 
trium ph 
m an 
has 
ever 
achieved over the forces of nature— 
more glorious than the airplane, 
telephone, radio or automobile. 
Certainly, 
therefore, 
no 
parent 
should allow a child to enter school 
until it has been protected against 
these three diseases. 
Vaccination against smallpox first. ! 
This is not being insisted on lately, 
and threatens to be forgotten. There 
m ust be a large unvaccinated popu­ 
lation in the United States today. A 
few years ago, when in my home 
town, we had a smallpox scare, with 
a num ber of cases of black smallpox, 
the offices of all the doctors were 
filled from morning to night with 
people w?ho wanted to be vaccinated. 
We found hundreds of people, 20. 30 
and 40 years old, who never had ; 
been vaccinated against smallpox. 
If a great epidemic of smallpox were 
to strike this country these people 
would die like flies. 
As to the proper age for vaccina­ 
tion Osier says: “Vaccination is per­ 
formed between the fourth and six­ 
th montt). If unsuccessful it should 
be repeated from time to time. Re- 
vaccination should be dene a t the 
age of nine years.” 
As to its protective value against 
smallpox, there is now no reasonable 
doubt. 
I have had considerable ex­ 
perience in hospitals for contagious 
diseases: 
here nurses, attendants, 
physicians 
and 
medical 
students 
handle smallpox patients and live in 
the same rooms with them ail day 
and night. 
I have never seen a 
properly vaccinated person of this 
sort acquire the disease. 
And in­ 
variably when through some slip in 
adm inistration an unvaccinated a t­ 
tendant enters the smallpox ward, 
he or she rom es down with smallpox, 
lit is one of the m ast contagious 
diseases known. 
As to the dangers, m any people 
have been lulled into a feeling of 
safety by the world’s freedom from 
smallpox since Jenner introduced 
vaccination in 1798. My own studies 
incline me to believe th a t smallpox 
visits the world in pandemics like 
influenza and plague. God pity the 
unvaccinated people of the United 
States if such a panedmic should 
arrive.

Illinois School 


One Of Best Known Counsel­ 
lors of Youth In Nation 
Resigns His Post.

111., Sept. 4.—Because 
of his u n d e m a n d in g of the colleg­ 
iate mind. Thomas Arkle Clark, who 
has just resigned as dean of men at 
the University of Illinois after 30 
years’ service, became one of the 
best-known counsellors of youth in 
the United States. 
It was Clark who established the 
office of dean of men in American 
colleges and universities. His career 
began at the turn of the century 
when, as a professor of rhetoric, he 
proved his Diplomatic abilities by 
settling a quarrel between two 111- ; 
inois students. 
In addition to his penetration of 
undergraduate psychology, Clark ap- j 
plied to the deanship stubborn per- j 
sistence and a fund of optimism J 
and good humor. 
A wide variety of problems have 
been solved for Illini students by 
the dean Ho sought - to make his 
office a clearing house for trou­ 
bles, rather than a place to pun­ 
ish miscreants. 
Although giving up active work 
with the university at the beginning 
of the current school year, Clark in­ 
tends to keep in touch with colleg­ 
iate life by writing and serving as an 
officer of two national fraternities. 
He is president of a freshman hon­ 
orary society and a member of the 
executive committee of Alpha Tau 
Omega, social fraternity. 
A year ago Clark 
reached 
the 
retiring age of 68, but because it 
was not desirable to make a change 
in his office at the beginning of a 
new general university adm inistra­ 
tion, he continued for another year. 
In the period that he taught Eng­ 
lish, before being elevated to the 
deanship, Clark was credited with 
doing more to build up the univer­ 
sity's English departm ent than any 
other man. Many of the courses now 
offered in the department were orig­ 
inated by him. He secured many im­ 
portant members of the present fac­ 
ulty. During the absence of Dean 
David Kinley from the college of 
literature and arts, from 1900 
to 
1901, Clark temporarily filled 
the 
position. When Dean Kinley return­ 
ed, President Draper desired to make 
more active use of Clark’s ability in 
handling students. He finally deter­ 
mined to create the office of dean 
of undergraduate students and as­ 
sistant to the president. The name 
was later changed to dean of men.

The Incident, according to 
Fisher, was as follows: 
Shortly after the King arrived in 
this country Fisher was called to 
Purchase and he shaved and cut the 
hair of the King and many of his 
entourage. About ten days 
later 
Fisher was again called to the royal 
household. In the 
meantime 
the 
King had undergone an operation 
on his eye. 
“I was ushered Into a room al­ 
most pitch dark, a room about 60 
by 40 feet. The King was in an easy 
chair far away from the window 
and, of course, his eye was bandaged. 
I found he was not

Blanks to be filled out in accord­ 
ance with the provisions of the new 
Witkin firearms act by persons who 
wish to carry a revolver have been 
received at the office of the sheriff 
and the chief of police, it was re­ 
ported today. 
Chief of Police Horner declared 
today that since the new laws came 
into effect on Sept. 1 many have 
misconstrued the actual provisions 
of the law, which provides that a 
special permit must 
be 
obtained 
only by persons who wish to carry a 
fire arm. 
The new law 
does 
not 
apply, 
Chief Horner said, to persons who 
have been accustomed to have a 
revolver in the home. The police 
chief emphasized the fact that the 
act does not 
encourage the wide­ 
spread use of guns, and declared 
that in order to get a permit from 
the local police or sheriff’s office 
the applicant will be asked to ex­ 
plain his reason for wishing to carfty 
a gun on his person or in his auto­ 
mobile. 
This act does not apply to en­ 
forcement officers such as police­ 
men, county detectives, constables 
policemen of the commonwealth or 
its political subdivisions or other 
law enforcing officers or to mem­ 
bers of the army, navy or marine 
corps of the country. 
The law is held strict for pur­ 
chaser as well as dealer, and no 
firearm can be sold by any dealer 
who is not licensed. The law also 
provides that no firearms or pla­ 
cards or firearms shall be display­ 
ed. 
The new law does not apply to 
agents, messengers or other em­ 
ployes of common carriers, banks 
or business firms whose duties re­ 
quire them 
to 
protect 
moneys, 
valuables and other property in the 
discharge of their duties. 
Violation of the provisions of the 
law carries a fine of $3,000 or Im­ 
prisonment of three years or both.

RICE BRAN HELPS PREVENT 
LEG WEAKNESS IN CHICKENS 
The substitution of irom 10 to 20 
percent of the rice bran for other 
feeding stuffs in the diet of chickens 
being reared in confinement helped 
to prevent 
a 
disease known 
as 
perosis ^deforming leg weakness,) 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture reports as one result of 
a series of experiments conducted 
in cooperation with various states. 
The investigation showed also that 
any chickens which were kept in 
confinement to study the replace- 
ability of various feeding stuffs were 
developing perosls. other experi­ 
ments planned for the purpose of 
studying the condition showed that 
the addition of 6 to 10 per cent of 
rice bran to the diet caused a m ark­ 
ed reduction in the number of af­ 
flicted birds. 
Perosis usually makes its uppear- 
ance among actively growing chicks 
kept in confinement and fed and un­ 
suitable diet. One of the first symp­ 
toms is a puffiness of the joints of 
the legs and a tendency on the 
part of the affected birds to squat 
for long periods of time. The next 
stage is characterized by an in­ 
crease of the fluffiness and a bend­ 
ing of the leg bones. In the final 
forms the disease leaves the joints 
of the legs permanently deformed 
The investigations showed that 
also that an adjustment of the rela­ 
tive quantity of calcium and phos­ 
phorus in the diet, as well as the 
addition of rice brim, helped to pre­ 
vent perosis. When the two changes 
were made simultaneously no cases 
of perosis occurred, 
Perosis is not the same as rickets, 
the departm ent points out. Chick­ 
ens with percsis show normal ash 
content of their leg bones and the 
calcium 
and 
inorganicphosphorus 
content of their blood serum is nor­ 
mal, neither of which condition is 
true of chickens with rickets. The 
tests indicate that another vitamin 
besides D is necessary for the de­ 
velopment of the bones of chicken.*.

Luisa Tetrazzini, world-famed Ital­ 
ian opera singer, is coming back to 
San Francisco, the city jvhere she 
made her American debut 27 years 
age. 
Word received here that the fa­ 
mous Italian singer was planning to 
revisit the scene of her “discovery“ 
by American music lovers recalled 
to

Christmas Eve in 1904 when she 
sang to an audience of 250.000 peo­ 
ple, from a platform in front of Lot- 
ta's Fountain at Third «nd Market 
streets. 
And William H. “Doc” Leahy, for­ 
mer head of the old Hvoli theatre 
where Mme. Tetrazzini appeared 
while in San Francisco, declares 
that when the sing^ vislta San 
Francisco next December, she un­ 
doubtedly will want to renew an old 
memory and again sing at Lotta’s 
Fountain. 
Born in Italy in 18|4, the singer 
obtained her carl^ musical educa­ 
tion mostly from observation of hsr 
sister Eva. With but little training 
her voice became famed throughout 
the countryside and she made her^ 
debut as an opera singer In Florence 
in 1895 as Inez In the opera “L’Afri- 
caine”. 
Following this she tcured Europe 
and South America, gaining a pop­ 
ularity second only to that of Patti. 
But it was not until 1904 that she 
came to Jhe United States to play 
an engagement at the Tivoli.

W hat caused the trouble before 
was the water sliding down the curve 
of the arch to the bottom, and hav­ 
ing no place to go right away set 
itself to the task of working through 
the concrete which was not water­ 
proofed. 
You can imagine the re­ 
sult. 


Future rain will get short shrift 
from the inside, for not only will the 
concrete be waterproofed allowing 
the water to skid down over it, but 
in the base are drilled several weep 
holes. 
A weep hole is what the 
name seems to indicate a hole to let 
water out. 


The first coat applied to the con­ 
crete is a sort of oil which acts as 
a binder apparently. 
Then a coat 
of shining, boiling, smelly asphalt, 
treated so that it won’t 
melt 
in 
warm weather or chip in cold. Then 
comes a layer of composition that 
looks like felt. 
This is laid over 
the hot asphalt. 
Then comes an­ 
other layer of hot asphalt and when 
that dries, a coat of cement one 
inch thick is laid on it. 


Figure it out for yourself. Water 
hitting a curved surface such as it 
will be will naturally slide to the 
bottom. 
And down there several 
weep holes are drilled waiting for 
the water which will drop through 
to the creek.
